The Hon, Attorney General moved the 
second reading of a Bill entitled An Ordinance 
to amend the Imbecile Persons Introduction 
Ordinance, 1903. 

IMBECILES, 

The Hoo. Attorney General said the 
amendment to the principal Ordinance was 
three-fold as shown in the objects and 
reasons attached to the Bill, The first pur- 
pose was to remove any doubt as to 
whether the principal Ordinance applied to 
natives of Hongkong which he did not 
think could be reasonably applied. The se- 
cond purpose was to exclude Chinese from 
the operation of the principal Ordinance. 
The Chinese themselves .had not created 
any difficulty, whilst they had a very sa- 
tisfactory system for dealing with their cases’ 
The third purpose was purely formal, namely, 
to avoid any possible conflict with the China 
and Japan Order in Council of 1865; for they were 
obliged to receive British subjects from China, 
who might be deported and declared imbe- 
cile. For these three purposes, this amending 
Bill was designed and he begged to move the 
second reading.
